Tomorrow’s Lone Pine Bench Fair not only celebrates 
25 years of homegrown talent, but it will also honour 
four community builders considered integral to the 
annual event. 

This year marks the 25th anniversary of the Lone Pine 
Agricultural Bench Fair. 

The Lone Pine Agricultural Society is dedicating this 
year's bench fair to four individuals who have passed 
away in the last year. 

Ron Milne, Geoff and Eva Page, and George Kurtz 
were members of the Lone Pine community who spent 
many years involved with Lone Pine Hall, the Old 
Timers Club, the Lone Pine Agricultural Society and the 
bench fair. 

Jo-Anne Hannah, a member of the Lone Pine 
Agricultural Society and long-time friend of Ron, 


George, Geoff and Eva said they were dedicated individ¬ 
uals. 

"These people were the rocks of the hall and the com¬ 
munity," said an emotional Hannah. 

When the Lone Pine Hall burnt down in the early 
1980s, they were among those to help rebuild the hall. 

"Ron, Geoff and Eva were on the hall board with us 
when the hall burnt down. We rebuilt it," recalled 
Hannah. "George was in there like a dirty shirt helping 
rebuild the hall and he wasn't even on the hall board 
then." 

Throughout the years, each person contributed to the 
community in their own way. Ron, Geoff and George 
were all past presidents of the hall board and Eva 
always contributed to the bench fair, said Hannah. "Eva 
won the most entries of the whole fair three years ago." 

They were ordinary people who were deeply commit¬ 
ted to their community. As part of the Old Tinters Club 
and the Lone Pine Hall they helped plan dances, events 


and the bench fairs. They helped plan the first fair 25 
years ago. 

"They were all a foundation of this community and 
dedicated to the hall and this bench fair," said Hannah. 

After 25 years, it's still going strong. Since the first year, 
the Lone Pine Bench Fair has more than doubled in size. 

"It started off very small and we've gotten bigger and 
bigger," said Hannah. "We try to make it a special night 
for people who come out." 

Domestic products, flowers, knitting and art work are 
just a few products that will be on display forjudging. 

Hannah said it's great that people are still making 
things from scratch. To celebrate the 25th anniversary 
of the bench fair, the Lone Pine Agricultural Society will 
be providing some baking of their own. "We'U have a 
cake," said Hannah. "A homemade-go-into-town-and- 
buy-a-fancy-cake cake.” 

The Lone Pine Bench Fair is on August 13 at 7 p.m. at 
the Lone Pine Hall.

‘Back road’ to Carstairs upgraded 


Pool incident 
report, 

recommendations 
held pending 
possible litigation

Very little is being said from the Town of Didsbury and 
Jesae Fuller regarding his near drowning at Didsbury Aquatic 
Centre. 

Fuller was involved in one of two life-threatening incidents 
that occurred at the Aquatic Centre in June. 

An investigation w as conducted and the resulting report, 
including a number of recommendations, was submitted to 
town council. 

At a recent council meeting, a motion was made to accept 
the report. The report itself has not been made public. 

Tin* town has refused to comment or give details on the 
content of the submitted documents as the matter is allegtxi- 
ly under litigation. 

"There hasn't been a document served yet," said Chief 
Administrative Officer Roy Brown, "but 1 have received a let¬ 
ter from a lawyer from Red Ikvr representing the Fullers 
indicating that it is a possibility." 

Tlte Fullers refused to comment. 

The report and recommendations will be made public upon 
the resolution of the litigation. 

The first of two recent incidents involved Nathan 
Thompson, 7, who was bumped by another swimmer from 
the confines of the waterslide and left dangling between 10 
and 20 feet, before dropping into the arms of local man, Chris 
Cummings on June 28. 

In the second incident, which occurred on June 30, Jesse 
Fuller of Didsbury nearly drowned while attending a public 
swim. 

One of the possibilities for change is the volume or possible 
removal of music from the facility, says Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“We may just decide to not have music at all, because it’s 
noisy enough as it is," he said. 

“1 would think that would sort of make sense and 1 could 
see that happening." 

Another possibility would be the removal of stenciled 
drawings that are present on the swimming pool floor.

Residents who travel the “back way to Carstairs” will soon 
have a smoother ride after the county gives Range Road 20 an 
upgrade. 

The $2.6 million project has been on Mountain View 
County’s slate of capital projects for three years, and after 
expanding the project last year, the comity was able to find a 
contractor to begin construction this summer. 

Delays an* expected along the stretch from Hwy. 580 to one 
half mile south of Didsbury. The total section of improve¬ 


ments will stretch 6.75 kilometres. 

Ryan Morrison, manager of infrastructure projects for 
Mountain View County, said the road is being rebased and 
then an overlay of asphalt will lie put on top of the gravel. 

Morrison said the road has been in very rough shape and 
was in desperate need of repairs. 

Construction is expected to wrap up on Aug. 16, but 
Morrison notes it will likely finish earlier. 

The county doesn’t liave any other road improvements 
scheduled for the ( arstairs area until 2011, w hen a 13 km sec¬ 
tion of road along Westcott Rd. to Hwy. 22 is scheduled for 
improvements at a cost of $80,(XX).

Architect Bryan Carr was 
hired by the Town of 4 

Didsbury to create the 
plans for a building that would serve the 
town for the next 15 to 20 years. 

Brown said staff members from differ¬ 
ent town departments were consulted in 
the project. 

“It’s a plan for the long term. The people 
who work in a particular area have had 
input. They know what their needs are and 
they also know w r hat the long-term needs 
are going to be." 

Although the existing municipal building 
is sufficient for current needs, Brown says 
it allows for no further growth. 

"We are absolutely maxed out. We can't 
even add staff because we are so full.” 

The new facility would bring town 
departments that are currently in three dif¬ 
ferent buildings under one roof. 

Carr's report includes council chambers 
that can accommodate up to 100 people, 
an improvement on the current chambers

that can hold approximately 30. 

"We have had public hearings where we 
have had people stand out in the hall¬ 
ways," said Brown. 

"If you take the town 20 years from now, 
it could be double the size. We are trying to 
look ahead and be proactive as opposed to 
reactive."

““If someone came to us and said ‘we’d 
like to work with you’ then we would give 
them all the materials we’ve got (such as 
the needs report and concept building), let 
them know what we're looking at and let 
them come up with something.’’ 

Brown said there has already been inter¬ 
est expressed from private industry across 
the province. 

The budget for the building will be deter¬ 
mined in October when town council 
meets to discuss the 10-year infrastructure 
budget. 

The proposed location is the property 
purchased from the Chinook's Edge 
School Division, formerly the home of the 
old Didsbury High School. 

A needs assessment has also been com¬ 
pleted for the public works building and 
one for the fire department is underway.

Bail denied for man 
charged with hitting 
police officer

The man accused of attempting to kill 
an Innisfail RC’MP officer has been 
denied bail. 

Kenneth Janzen appeared in Red Deer 
provincial court on Aug. <i where his bail 
was denied and In* was remanded into 
custody. 

Janzen was also ordered to undergo a 
psychiatric assessment. He is scheduled 
to appear in court again on Sept. 3. 

Janzen was charged with three counts 
of attempted murder after a high speed 
chase down Highway 2 on July 30. Const. 
Danny Knight of Innisfail RC'MP was 


deploying a spike belt near the Old Pole 
Road when he was struck by Janzen's 
fleeing vehicle. Knight sustained serious, 
but non-life threatening injuries. 

Janzen's car finally came to stop near 
Olds after hitting another spike belt. He 
also faces charges such as kidnapping 
and criminal flight from police in rela¬ 
tion to the incident. 

Some details of the accused, who is 
from Saskatoon, have emerged. In a 
posting on a Facebook page, Janzen 
wrote about a stomach problem he has 
and how he has problems eating. He 
claims he is "in constant chronic pain" 
and said a doctor told him he would end 
up in the hospital and "slowly die."

Since moving back to central Alberta I’ve been 
re-associated with the fad of speeding along the 
Queen Elizabeth II Highway, especially between 
Red Deer and Calgary, and I have to admit I did¬ 
n’t miss it while I was away. 

The highway, sometimes referred to as the 
“Ribbon of Death”—much like the “Deathfoot” 
for Deerfoot Trail in Calgary—is easily the most 
well known highway in Alberta, whether for its 
convenient location or its infamous history of dis¬ 
astrous car wrecks and despicable road condi¬ 
tions during the winter months. 

As a journalist, it’s my job to report and investi¬ 
gate any incidents that occur on the highway—or 
any road for that matter. Unfortunately, the QEII 
serves as a consistent and reliable source of news 
stories and photos, which despite what some 
members of the public may assume, isn’t some¬ 
thing I’m happy about. 

I’ve spent too much time on the phone with the 
local RCMP detachment and have driven too 
many kilometres travelling the service roads on 
the way to an accident site in searc h of informa¬ 
tion on a disastrous event that has transpired. In 
my book, attending one accident scene is one too 
many. 

While not all events are the product of exces¬ 
sive speeding, it certainly plays a reoccurring and 
devastating role in many, especially during the 
winter. 

Last Tuesday, I was witness to a speed trap at 
the C’arstairs overpass. Alberta Sheriffs were out 
in full force, pulling over multiple vehicles at a 
time, and I assure you those cruisers didn’t sit on 
the on-ramp for long before being dispatched to a 
speeding vehicle. 

Seeing five police cruisers pulling over vehicles 
gave me an uneasy feeling knowing that the 
August long weekend was fast approaching. With 
the amount of vehicles t hat were pulled over just 
during my brief drive by, I could only imagine 
what the final tally would be following the long 
weekend. 

After listening to a radio scanner for several 
years and listening to countless horror stories 
from RCMP members (which don’t make the 
paper), I’ve since stayed off the QEII and have 
opted to only travel it when necessary. What is 
presented on TV or magazines or newspapers is 
only a glimpse into just how unsafe some drivers 
can be while on the highway. 

Many drivers may confidently push hard on the 
gas pedal and ease their speedometer up to past 
120 km/h with the assumption their “cat-like 
reflexes” and driver training from 30 years ago is 
enough to keep them safe, but I can confidently 
say it isn’t. 

Speed kills, without a doubt, and it will only 
continue to do so. 

Next time you hit the road, do yourself a favour 
and slow down, if not for your safety, then to put 
my mind at ease knowing I have one less story to 
publish next week.

Yesterday we were campaigning

Calgary Mayor Dave Bronconnier 
and Edmonton Mayor Stephen 
Mandel’s recent calls for new tax¬ 
ing powers for their cities brings to 
mind a joke that has been making 
the e-mail rounds recently. It goes 
something like this: 

A politician dies and upon his 
arrival at the pearly gates he is told 
he has the choice of going to heav¬ 
en or hell, and that he will spend 
one day in each to help him decide. 
Upon his visit to hell, he is greeted 
by some of his fellow politicians 
who take him to a fancy golf club, 
where they spend their day golfing, 
drinking champagne and eating 
caviar. During his visit to heaven, 
he spends his day floating on 
clouds, playing harps and singing. 
When asked by St. Peter where he 
wants to spend eternity, he chooses 
hell. So, St. Peter escorts him down 
to the gates of hell, where he sees 
his fellow politicians now dressed 
in rags as they slave away for the 
devil. The politician is confused 
and asks the devil what happened, 
it all was so wonderful yesterday. 
The devil responds: "Yesterday we 
were campaigning. Today you 
voted." 

This joke is only funny because 
too often the reality is that politi¬ 
cians will say one thing during an 
election and do another after. This 
is exactly the case with Alberta's 
two big city mayors. 


In winter 2007 Calgary Mayor 
Bronconnier, Edmonton Mayor 
Mandel, and the heads of the 
Alberta cities association (AUMA) 
and rural municipalities association 
(AAMD&C) authored a report call¬ 
ing for the provincial government 
to give municipalities the right to 
levy a raft of new taxes including a 
ticket tax, a hotel tax, a property 
transfer tax, and a vehicle registra¬ 
tion tax. 

At the time, the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation estimated 
the new taxes would cost a family 
of four an additional $911 each 
year, and called on Ray Danyluk, 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs to 
reject the request. (To date, the 
minister still "reserves decision" on 
the request). 

Premier Ed Stelmach also got into 
the debate by smartly suggesting 
that the mayors hold plebiscites 
during their fall municipal elections 
to see how much support their call 
for new taxing powers had. 

Of course, neither Mandel nor 
Bronconnier put the question on 
the ballot during the fall 2007 elec¬ 
tions. 

In fact, both mayors renounced 
their previous call for new taxing 
powers during their fall election 
campaigns. 

Only days before the October 15, 
2007 vote, Edmonton Mayor 
Stephen Mandel said: "Looking at 
taxing authorities is really a moot 
topic. It's not something at this 


point in time that's front and centre 
in my mind." 

Calgary's mayor was even more 
vociferous in his renouncement: 
"We are not pushing for those. The 
City of Calgary is not seeking new 
taxes." 

Both mayors were overwhelming¬ 
ly re-elected with massive majori¬ 
ties. No doubt assisted by their last- 
minute conversion on the unpopu¬ 
lar new taxing powers request. 

Fast forward to the dog days of 
summer 2008 and low and behold, 
both mayors are once again asking 
for new taxing powers. 

In Edmonton, Mayor Mandel has 
asked city council to give him 
approval to meet with the Premier 
to discuss the potential for a hotel 
tax, an entertainment tax, a vehicle 
registration tax, and rental ear tax 
in Edmonton. 

In Calgary, Mayor Bronconnier 
recently voted in favour of asking 
the province to give the city the 
power to introduce a one per cent 
land transfer tax. 

It's had enough we have two 
politicians who want to increase 
taxes, but its even worse that they 
lied to their citizens about it during 
the last election. 

It’s no wonder people will contin¬ 
ue to laugh at cynical jokes about 
politicians lying to them during 
elections. It's too often true.

Water fluoridation still very important 


As the Chief Dental 
Officer for Canada, I 
would like to highlight 
some of the many bene¬ 
fits of water fluoridation. 

Water fluoridation is the 
process of adjusting the 
level of fluoride in the 
water to provide dental 
health benefits. Many 
governments and health 
organizations, including 
Health Canada, the 
Canadian Public Health 
Association, the Canadian 
Dental Association, the 
Canadian Medical 

Association and the 
World Health 

Organization endorse the 
fluoridation of drinking 
water to prevent tooth 
decay. Community water 
fluoridation has been 
identified by U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control as 
one of 10 great public 
health achievements of 
the 20th century. 

Canada has one of the 
best systems in the world 
to ensure water quality. 
Health Canada supports 
water fluoridation as a 
public health measure to 
prevent dental decay. 
Dental disease is the num¬ 
ber one chronic disease 
among children and ado¬ 
lescents in North 
America; fluoridation can 
therefore be an important 
public health measure. 

An expert panel was 
formed to provide Health 
Canada with advice and 
recommendations on the 
current state of relevant 
science with respect to 
the fluoridation of water. 
The report from the panel 
reinforces Health 

Canada's position that 
water fluoridation is 
important from a public 
health perspective and 
that our position on water 
fluoridation is sound. 
The report’s recommen¬ 
dations are based on the 
latest science. 


In undertaking the 
study, we consulted with 
a number of experts 
including scientists from 
the Universities of British 
Columbia, Toronto, Iowa; 
scientists from many 
areas of Health Canada; 
and also received input 
from the Canadian Dental 
Association, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and public health 
experts from Canada and 
the U.S. 

The safety and efficacy 
of water fluoridation has 
been frequently studied 
and continues to be sup¬ 
ported by current sci¬ 
ence. Canadian and inter¬ 


national studies agree 
that water that was fluor¬ 
idated at optimum levels 
does not cause adverse 
health effects. For exam¬ 
ple, an adult male would 
need to consume at least 
15, 000 litres of water that 
is fluoridated at optimum 
levels continuously in one 
sitting to get an acute 
toxic (lethal) dose of fluo¬ 
ride. 

There is also no evi¬ 
dence to suggest that chil¬ 
dren should avoid drink¬ 
ing fluoridated water at 
the accepted levels in 
Canadian drinking water 
supplies. 

The big advantage of 


water fluoridation is that 
it benefits all residents in 
a community, regardless 
of age, socioeconomic 
status, education, or 
employment. Health 
Canada continues to sup¬

Local day care centers may not gain much from the 
Alberta government's Creating Child Care Choices 
plan. 

The new provincial child care plan will create more 
child care spaces for children up to 12 years old. An 
investment of $242 million over three years will sup¬ 
port the creation of 14,000 new child care spaces in a 
variety of settings, including family day homes, nurs¬ 
ery schools, day cares and out-of-school programs, 
by 2011. 

However for MJ Paul, owner of Kidsbury Daycare 
in Didsbury, creating more child care spaces will not 
solve one of the bigger problems plaguing small 
towns: recruiting and retaining staff. 

"How do you retain staff with no money?" asks 
Paul. 

She says it's fantastic that the government is creat-

ingl4,000 more child care spaces but is unsure how 
they expect to find staff to run them. 

“I’ll expand my daycare too... I’ll build my daycare 
bigger. But 1 can’t get qualified staff. We’re in rural 
Alberta here! We’re not in Red Deer or Calgary where 
they’re paying their staff 16, 18 and 22 dollars and 
hour.” 

Paul says some of her staff are making minimum 
wage. 

"They can go work at Tim Hortons or Wal-Mart for 
more money than that." 

The Alberta government has allocated an addition¬ 
al $76 million for the Creating Child Care Choices 
plan in 2008-2009 that, among other things, is intend¬ 
ed to boost wage top-ups by 60 per cent. 

However, that only affects staff that work in day 
care centres and family day homes that are partici¬ 
pating in accreditation.

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Personal best 
for Tyler at 
Olympic semis

Olympic swimmer and long-time Didsbury resident 
Jillian Tyler will not be swimming in the 100 metre 
breaststroke finals in Beijing today. 

The 20-year-old former Didsbury Aqua-Jet achieved 
her pre-Olympic goal after swimming a personal best 
(1:08.13) in the opening heat Sunday night. 

However, she was not completely satisfied with her 
performance. 

“I’m not disappointed, per se," Tyler told the Pioneer 
Press. 

“I mean, it’s my best 
time, so I’m happy with 
that. But I want to be 
about a second faster. So 
if 1 get a second swim, a 
(1-minute) 7-something 
would be perfect.” 

Although Tyler topped 
her personal best by a few 
tenths of a second, she 
lamented her poor start. 

“I have the worst starts 
ever," said Tyler. “I've 
been working on them, 
but it’s definitely some¬ 
thing I need to improve." 

Tyler was the 10th quali¬ 
fier of 16 to advance to 
yesterday’s semi-finals. 
Tyler placed sixth in her semi-final heat w'ith a time 
of 1:00.00, 1.03 seconds behind the leader. She did not 
qualify for the finals.

Eight swimmers from 
the Aqua-Jets swim club 
are going to represent 
Didsbury at the 2008 
Provincial Championship 
in Edmonton this week¬ 
end.

Auto insurance 
rates to increase 

The cost to insure an automobile is about to get more 
expensive following a recent rate review by the 
Automobile Insurance Rate Board (AIRB). 

The AIRB annually sets the maximum premiums for 
mandatory coverage that all automobile insurers 
charge. 

AIRB is allowing a five per cent increase in premi¬ 
ums for mandatory auto insurance in Alberta effective 
November 1. 

According to the AIRB, the increase takes a number 
of factors into account including total estimated 
claims and operating expenses for insurance compa¬ 
nies. 

On average, Alberta drivers could pay an additional 
$30 per year for their mandatory insurance coverage. 

“Alberta consumers continue to have access to fair 
and affordable auto insurance," said AIRB chair Alf 
Savage. “While the cost of mandatory coverage rises 
slightly to reflect increased costs for insurers, premi¬ 
ums are still 13 per cent lower than they were prior to 
the auto insurance reforms implemented in 2004."
